Panic Reigns When 35 
Are Overcome by Gas 
in Pittsburgh Tunnel 


Score Rushed to Hospitals—Rescuers Overcome as Deadly Car* 


bon Monoxide Gas Pours from Racing Engines—Pumps Re- 
store Many at Mouth of Tube—Timely Work of Police 
Averts Stampede in Mile-Long Tunnel 


TROOP FIVE 


PITTSBURGH, May 10—A least 


35 persons were overcome by mo- 
noxide gas poisoning in the north 
bound 
tunnels 
leading 
to 
the 


South Hills districts shortly after 
10 o'clock today when, an automo- 
bile collision jammed traffic for 
the tunnel's entire length of one 
and one-quarter miles. 


More than a score 
of persons 


were rushed to hospitals and pull- 
motors from the U. S. Bureau of 
Mines and every other available 
station here were set up at the 
tunnel's mouth to resuscitate those 
overcome by the deadly gas. 


Ambulances from all sections of 


the city were sent to the scene. 


The new tunnels have been open 


only a few 
weeks 
and

tests of their safety are supposed 
to have been made. 
Affording a 


short cut from the populous South 
Hills residential suburbs, they are 
nearly taxed to

these in the present congress, and 
one very probable reason is that 
the rural constituencies no longer 
take special pride in a "hayseed" 
appearance. 
In fact, there is noth- 


ing the modern farmer resents 
more than being rated a typical 
rube, and when, not actually plow- 
ing or hoeing potatoes he is apt 
to be nattily turned out in well-fit- 
ting store clothes. A congressman 
may qualify as "a real dirt farmer" 
and be a member in good standing 
of the farm bloc without looking as 
though he bad lust left the plow.
